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DISCUSSION TO SUPPORT LEGISLATIVE BILL SB — 20 (ESCUTIA)

Chairperson Svonkin gave a brief overview of Legislative Bill SB — 20 (Escutia) Auto
Insurance: low-cost policies; evidence of financial responsibility; and review of
insurance related bills. Mr. Svonkin noted the importance of the bill and the programs
ability to provide insurance to low income residents of Los Angeles County.

Following discussion, on motion of Commissioner Binder, seconded by Commissioner
Callagy and unanimously carried, the Commission will seek the Board of Supervisors
support of SB-20.
